WASHINGTON, July 27.—(4)— 
Secretary of State Hull announced 
today that Undersecretary Edward 
R. Stettinius Jr. will head the 
American delegation of next 
month’s postwar peace talks here 
with Russia, Great Britain and 
China. - 

The talks, aimed at formulating 
a plan for a postwar security or- 
ganization, will be held in two 
separate sections—one among Rus- 
sia, Great Britain and the United 
States and the other among China, 
the British and the Americans.

Confirming Tokyo radio reports 
Wednesday of the attack on that 
western Carolines naval base and 
adjacent islands, Nimitz said car- 
rier planes routed Palau’s airforce 
the first day, Monday. The raid- 
ers, who lost five planes but only 
one pilot, were not bothered by 
Nipponese planes Tuesday. 

Palau, less than 600 miles east 
of Mindanao and 900 miles south- 
west of invaded Guam, previously 
was blasted in a similar operation 
last April. 

In addition to the destroyer, an 
oiler, a destroyer escort or mine- 
layer and seven small cargo ships 
were sunk in the attacks which

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General McNair Killed on Front in Normandy 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—(?) 
Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, one of 
the nation’s most able and most 
fearless military leaders, has been 
killed on the Normandy front: 

Enemy fire struck him down 
while he was with a leading ele- 
ment of the new Allied offensive 
in France, observing the work of 
the American ground army which 
he organized and trained, the War 
Department announced today. 

McNair, commander of Army 
ground forces until he received an 
unspecified but “important” over- 
seas assignment on July 14, had 
gone to the battlefronts of this war 
twice. On his first visit, in March 
1943, to Tunisia. he was wounded 
by shell fragments. On his second 
visit he met death. 


HIGHEST OFFICER TO DIE 


He was the highest ranking 
American officer to die in action 
in this war. Four other generals 
have been killed in battle, in ad- 
dition to a number of other deaths, 
including eight who died in plane 
crashes while traveling to or in 
war zones. 

“Had he had the chvice, he prob- 
ably would have elected to die as 
he did, in the forefront of the at- 
tack,” said Gen. Marshall, Army 
chief of staff.

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Points on Meat 
To Stay Same 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—(?) 
Current point values on all fra- 
tioned meats and dairy products 
will be continued until at least 
August 13, the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration announced today. 

The decision was in effect a 
postponement for two weeks of the 
War Food Administration’s recent 
directive ordering OPA to remove 
most beef steaks and roasts from 
rationing by August 1. The direc- 
tive also “authorized” restoration 
of point values to pork loins and 
hams. 

OPA protested that enforcement 
of the directive would disrupt cat- 
tle prices and flood the retail mar- 
ket with an excess of ration points. 

The WFA order directed elimina- 
tion of point values on commercial 
and utility grades of beef steaks) 
and roasts, leaving only the two 
top grades—choice and good—un- 


available to the public is made up 
mostly of the commercial and util- 
ity grades. 

The controversy between the 
two agencies is now before Sta- 
bilization Director Fred M. Vinson 
and War Mobilization Chief James 
F. Byrnes®for settlement. 

As a result of the dispute, the 
printing of August meat and proc- 
essed food point’ charts for retail 
stores has been delayed. OPA said 
they could not be distributed be- 
fore August 13. 

OPA spokesmen hinted that 
while no new processed food charts 
will be distributed immediately, 
two or three changes in point val- 
ues on canned foods probably will 
be announced later this week. 
The changes will be effective Sun- 
day, the day any revision in the 
meats-fats point values normally 
would have been put into effect. 

OPA also announced that three 
more 10-point red stamps—A-5, 
B-5 and C-5—in ration book 4 
will become valid Sunday for buy- 
ing meats, fats and dairy prod- 
ucts. They will be good indefi- 
nitely. 


Storms Strike

Heavy rains accompanying vio- 
lent electrical storms drenched 
the midsouth yesterday, breaking 
a drouth that in some areas had 
extended six weeks. 

The storms, concentrated in Ken-

Mikolajczyk to reach a compro- 
mise remained uncertain. But it 
was considered probable that any 
sucess in obtaining an agreement 
would be dependent upon a shake- 
up of personnel in the London ad- 
ministration to remove those who 
have been hostile to Russia. It 
may involve also the fixing of at 
least a tentative eastern border 
roughly along the Curzon line.

MOVED WESTWARD 


Born February 19, 1875, at Bir- 
mingham, Ill., the son of Christo- 
pher and Salisa Richardson Cox, 
he moved westward with his fam- 
Uy while still a boy and entered 
Nebraska Wesleyan Unievrsity. 


He was graduated there with a 
B. Ph. degree in 1902 and re- 
mained as professor of philosophy 
until 1909. During the interim, 
however, he took graduate work 
at the University of Nebraska, re 
ceiving his M. A. degree there in 
1906. 

In 1909 he went to Harvard Uni- 
versity as assistant in philosophy. 
He won his M. A. in 1910 and his 
Ph. D. degree in 1911. 

After receiving his doctorate 
from Harvard, Dr. Cox came south 
and began in 1911 his long and 
serviceable career to southern edu- 
cation. From 1911 to 1920 he was 
connected with the University of 


Florida as professor of philosophy | 


for the entire period and as dean 
of the teachers’ college there from 
1916 to 1920. During the first 
World War he was district super- 
visor of the Student Army Train- 
ing Corps in the southeast. 

When he came to Emory as 
president in August, 1920, the Uni- 
versity of Florida conferred on 
him the honorary degree of doc- 
tor of laws. In 1938 Boston Uni- 
versity honored him with the de- 
gree of doctor of humanities. 


CAME AT CRITICAL TIME 


Dr. Cox came to Emory at the _ 
beginning of one of the most crit-| 


ical periods in the university’s his- 
tory of more than a century. Old 
Emory College had been expanded 
into Emory University and the 
schools of business administration, 
law, theology and medicine had 
been added. The graduate school 
had just been opened. 

The Emory campus, being carv- 
ed out of the mud and forests of 
Atianta’s Druid Hills section, was 
entirely new and some of the 
buildings were stil] under construc- 
tion when he assumed the presi- 
dency. 

Under his administration Emory 
enjoyed the greatest period of 
growth in her history. The student 
body increased from less than 
1.000 for 1919-20 to a total in 
1943-44 of more than 2,300. Finan-

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At Least It’s in Line 
With Past Nazi Logic 


There was a story in the news columns of 

Wednesday under a Stockholm dateline. It was, 

frankly, one of those stories in which no credi- 

bility can be placed. For it stated it was from 
a source with close connections inside Germany.” That was all 
No identification, for obvious reason. 

Now it is always well to check, carefully, any such story for 
any hint of its source, or authority. Under present conditions it 
is often impossible to reveal the source but, when this is so, a 
reputable news service will always so state. As does the AP in this 
instance, 

When a story thus has no authority, all we can do is apply our 
own knowledge of past events, our reliable information on today’s 
happenings and thus arrive at the logical probability or improba- 
bility of the story concerned. 

Now it would be absurd to vouch in any degree for the truth 
of this story out of Germany via Stockholm. But we can, at least, 
recognize that it is, in essence, fully in line with the past tricks 
and lies of the Nazi leadership. 


HERE IT IS Briefly, this story said the alleged attempt to as- 

Sassinate Hitfer did mot take place at all. That, as 
a matter of fact, Hitler and Himmler were aware of the plot for his 
overthrow and to sue for peace at least two weeks prior to the date 
of the alleged bomb attack. on Der Fuehrer. That they cooked up 
and staged the alleged bombing as an excuse for the ruthless purge 
of German army officers and civilian leaders that has since been 
under way. And to pave the way for seizure of complete control 
by Hitler, Himmler, Goering and Goebbels and for the proposed 
drafting of all men and women in the occupied countries as well as 
in Germany. Drafted, men and women alike, regardless of nation- 
ality, to make cannon fodder for Germany’s crumbling armies. 

This story said that, while a bomb did explode, it was on the 
Wednesday, the day preceding Hitler’s presence in his headquarters, 
instead of the Thursday as broadcast to Germany and the outer 
world. That Hitler was never in danger because he wasn’t there at 
all when the bomb went off. 

That is the story. True or not it is a good story. And it could, 
quite logically, be true. 

For it is an act typical of the Nazi devious mind. To men who 
have used duplicity, lies, broken pledges, as an important part of 
their campaign to destroy the free nations of the world, such a 
little scheme would appeal as merely a clever stunt to achieve 
ends they desire. 

The Nazis would never hesitate on ethical grounds to put over 
any such deception. 

Men who staged the burning of the Reichstag when they were 
climbing to power, men who lied and lied and lied again and gloried 
in it, would be quite likely to stage a fake bombing in order to frame 
an excuse for slaughter of any who may have slightly different ideas. 


NOT TOO EXTREME Furthermore, the report that the Nazis 


are preparing to draft every man and 
woman in all the lands they occupy, conscripting them either into 
war factories or into the army itself, is not beyond belief. It is, 
to the contrary, quite likely. 

Our troops in Italy and in Normandy have taken many con- 
scripted Russians and Poles as prisoners of war. Whether they 
liked it or not these men had been compelled to become soldiers 
of the Nazis. 

We have, too, taken prisoners of women bearing arms, fighting 
in the German ranks. In England they have had to establish a 
special separate prisoner of war camp for these female captives. 

It has been explained these women were probably the wives, 
or girl friends, of Nazi officers of the coast defense garrisons and 
that they had learned to shoot a rifle to pass away the time and 
then had tried their hand at sniping when the invasion came. 

That is specious reasoning. 

Younger Germans, male and female alike, have been brought up 
in the dark swamp of Hitler worship. They are the worst, the most 
hopeless fanatics for an evil cause the world has ever seen. Would 
it be unlikely for young German women to serve in the armies? 
And, if German women. serve, would the Germans hesitate to con- 
script helpless women of the occupied lands? 

Anyone who thinks, for one moment, that the Hitler-Himmler 
gang would hesitate at all from any course which offered to give 
them another minute of escape from the inevitable doom that is 
moving upon them from east and west and south, just doesn’t com- 
prehend anything about the Nazi manner of thought.

NEW YORK, July 27.—President 
Roosevelt recently announced to 
congress as an accomplished fact 
his decision that “approximately” 
1,000 continental Eurppean refu- 
gees who have reached southern 
Italy, “predominantly” women and 
children, would be brought here 
and given asylum in a vacant 
Army camp in the east. They 
would be returned to their home- 
lands “upon the termination of 
the war.” 

Any objections will be met in- 
stantly with a tragic story of the 
persecution of innocent children 
who cannot even understand why 
they and their humble parents are 
so horribly mistreated. Thus, it 
would seem as though only chil- 
dren and their inoffensive and 
helpless mothers be admitted, al- 
though Mr. Roosevelt’s qualifying 
word “predominantly” would leave 
room for a number of men, as 
well. 

In November, 1942, Mr. Roose- 
velt proposed that our immigra- 
tion laws be suspended entirely 
for the duration of the war. This 
request was denied by the Ways 
and Means Committee of the 
house of representatives. Francis 
Biddle, the attorney general, urged 


the commitee to agree on the| Po--/e3> 


ground that otherwise we would 
have to pay ourselves a head tax 
of $8 on every prisoner of war 
brought here for detention. It was 
even suggested that military and 
diplomatic dignitaries of our Al- 
lies would be subjected to unnec- 
essary and embarrassing formal- 
ities in clearing our immigration 
stations. . 


“I can assure you,” Mr. Biddle 
told the committee, “that the 
President had no intention of ex- 
ercising the powers so as to re- 
move immigration barriers for any 
purpose not connected with the 
war effort.” There is no record of 
the exclusion of any prisoner of 
war for lack of the $8 head tax 
and if that tax is actually collect- 
ed, as seems improbable, it repre- 
sents no more than an entry in the 
books, crediting the Department 
of Justice, which now has charge 
of immigration, with so many 
thousand times $8 and charging it 
to overhead. Neither has there 
been any report of the detention 
at Ellis Island of any agcredited 
agent of any of our allies arrived 
to discuss lend-lease or any other 
subject. So Mr. Biddle’s concern 
on these two points seems to have 
been entirely unnecessary. 

* Although the committee did re 
ject the President’s proposal, his 
recent announcement regarding 
the 1,000 refugees, delivered in 
the form of a message, cited no 
legal authority for his action. In- 
stead, after a long and sentimental

There 
was no intimation that 1,000 would 
be all.

ever derived, Mr. Roosevelt may || 


admit 500 thousand who need not 
be “predominantly” women and 
children and who If “predomt 
nantly” women, might be Com- 
munists or Fascists. For it seems 
to be forgotten, although it it re- 
mains a fact, that many of those 
in Europe who later were perse- 
cuted for various reasons found 
Fascism and Hitlerism very agree- 
able at the beginning. Mussolini 
and Hitler were fine as long as 
they didn’t persecute them. And 
it should be remembered that the 
Communists of Germany, who 
now are included among the pitia- 
ble victims of Hitler’s barbarity, 
had been fairly barbarous them- 
selves and so greatly admired Hit- 
ler that all six million of them, 
under instructions from Moscow. 
voted for Hitler in his final rise 
to power. They put him over be- 
cause they believed in totalitarian 
government. 


Unknown Number 


Meanwhile, mainly in the great 
exodus immediately preceding the 
war, this country received a large 
but unknown number of refugees, 
including many women, as tempo- 
rary visitors with a tacit under- 
standing that we were winking at 
our own law. The understanding 
was that once they were in they 
could stay: and although we can’t 
know their particular, individual 
political activities back home, we 
do know that they didn’t pass our 
tests. All of them presently will 
be admitted to settle permanently 
by taking a little trip to Canada 
and reentering as . immigrants. 
This is the plan now. 

Similarly, the present group of 
1,000 might be admitted perma- 
nently and not returned to their 
homelands, as Mr. Roosevelt prom- 
ised they would be, and further 
thousands might be likewise fa- 
vored.,

By way*of contrast, the two other principals in 
CONTRAS? the 1938 purge campaign—Sen.

Millard Tydings, of Maryland—have long since 
patched up their differences with the President. As a consequence, 
they both have come to be highly influential components of the 
administration machine. 


Lacking the same quality of statesmanship, the South Carolina 
firebrand preferred to play a lone hand. He has been the tail trying 
to wag the Democratic dog. 


Naturally, he has long lost his usefulness in the senate. Re 
gardless of political affiliation, a man cannot consistently move 
against the tide of his own party and retain his influence. 


The people of South Carolina finally came to realize this and 
they tossed him into a political oblivion that was overdue. At 78 
years of age, he can hardly expect to make a comeback in the future, 


Sen. Smith’s defeat, plus the earlier victories of such New Deal 
supporters as Sen. Pepper in Florida and Senator Hill in Alabama, 
should have a sobering influence on those southern leaders who are 
threatening to bolt the party ticket by putting up a spurious set 
of electors to deny the votes of their states to Mr. Roosevelt. 

It serves as the lafest reminder that no party bolter can expect 
to escape the wrath of the voters at the polls. Whether “Cotton Ed” 
actually voted for Wendell L. Willkie, the Republican nominee, in 
the 1940 election is immaterial. The fact is that he rendered enough 
lip service to the Republican cause to make him a bolter in the 
eyes of his Democratic constituents. 

So far as the record shows, few if any party bolters in the south 
have been able to continue favor with the voters after going over 
to the opposition. That was true of Sen. Furnifold Simmons, 
of North Carolina, and Tom Heflin, of Alabama, after they bolted 
the Democratic ticket headed by former Gov. Al Smith in 1928. 


Before that it was true of Vardaman in Missis- 
HARDWICK sippi and to some extent of Hardwick in Georgia, 
both of whom owed their downfall in the senate to a break with 
President Wilson. 

It was all right for Sen. Smith to oppose the President within 
the party during the purge campaign of six years*ago. The people 
of South Carolina resented Mr. Roosevelt's intrusion in the state 
and voted “Cotton Ed” another term, 

But when he began talking about organizing a new wing of the 
Democratic party and bolting the nominees of the regular party, 
that was going too far. They threw him out—feet first, ; 

Sen. Byrd, of Virginia, and’ “Biscuit-Passing-Pappy” O’Daniel, 
of Texas, may well ponder the action of South Carolina Democrats. 
These two party soreheads are traveling down the same road that 
“Cotton Ed” took. | 

Neither of them is up for election this year, which explains a. 
large measure of their courage in organizing the fight on Mr, Roose- 
velt. But there will be other elections to come and the people 
have a way of remembering. 

After what has happened in South Carolina, however, we well 
may expect to see a tapering off in all of the fussing and fuming 
that has come from such states as Virginia and Texas. The echo 
of “Cotton Ed’s” defeat will long be heard throughout the south.

WASHINGTON, July 27.—(”) 
World War II has now exacted 
a greater toll of dead and wounded 
Americans than the entire 1917-18 


conflict, according to figures re- 
leased today by Secretary of War 
Stimson, 

Total American casualties now 
exceed 313,000, including more 
than 63,000 dead. 

World War I casualties num- 
bered 278,828, of whom approxi- 
mately 60,000 were combat deaths. 
The figures apply to all branches 
of service. 

World War I lasted 19 months, 
for the United States; this conflict 
is in its 3lst, for the Americans. 


The approximate casualties now 
are (dead, wounded, prisoners, 
missing): Army, 207,283; Navy, 
50,496; Saipan, 16,053: Guam, 
3,018: Normandy, 24,162: Air 
Forces, :11,665; total, 313,087. 

The Army’s ground losses in the 
Italian campaign totaled 75,496—- 
13,382 killed, 51,194 wounded and 
10,920 missing or captured. The air 
forces figure is for the corps op- 
erating in and out of the Italian 
theater. Losses in other theaters 
presumably are included in the 
over-all Army total. 

Secretary Stimson tempered his 
announcement with the disclosure 
that U. S. forces have killed at 
least 85,000 Japanese in the Cen- 
tral and Southwest Pacific in the 
past seven months, excluding 
thousands more who must have 
perished with sunken ships or in 
isolated garrisons.

who was wounded on Saipan, because our son, 
Jimmy, wanted to call there with me and he 

had to go back to work. The general looks 

thin and shows the strain of his wounds and 
e which he went through, but he is coming along very

well. 
I wish I could have talked to him longer, for Saipan is going 
down in history as one of the decisive battles of this war. It cost 
us dear, but our boys proved themselves better fighting men than 
the Japanese, and, many times over, avenged those of their buddies 
who will not return, Saipan is strategically important for the future; 
its capture undoubtedly is an important step in the campaign against 
Japan, and will shorten the struggle. For us, however, as indi- 
viduals, it will always be a tragic spot, not only because of the boys 
who died there, but because of the many boys who were wounded. 
They are beginning tc reach this country, and some of them were 
in the San Diego hospital. 

It is a beautiful hospital, with wonderful grounds. Beds can be 
wheeled out onto the porches and the patients can lie in the sun. 
Because of the fact that there were so many patients, I could not 
cover all the wards. A great many of those able to do so gathered 
in the patio so that I could say a few words to them. On such 
occasions I am always a little worried about their being in the sun 
more than is wise. But perhaps in the routine of hospital life any 
little change is good for them, and they might like the sun. I can 
remember, in the few times that I have been in hospitals, that any 
little incident which took up my attention, after I had ceased to 
be critically ill, was rather a help to my general outlook on life! 

As I crossed the country by train myself, I could not help think- 
ing of the wounded boys who travel across it to different points 
where they can be in hospitals nearer home. It must be a long 
and exhausting trip for many of them, in spite of all the care we 
can give them. But when you see their eyes light up at the thought 
of seeing home faces---relatives and frjends whom they have not 
seen for months—you know that any trip is worth it.

The bust contour is the most dif- | 
ficult of all measurements to 
change and the bitterest com- 
plaints are from women, in all 
weight groups, who want to see an 
improvement there. They want to 
know-~ whether astringents and 
ointments will help, and whether 
exercise will reduce, develop or 
raise this measurement, and why 
exercise doesn’t act more quickly. 

The tissues cannot absorb nour- 
ishment through the skin and 
creams and ointments are of prac- 
tically no value. The astringents 
have a temporary tightening ef- 
fect on the skin, but the same re- 
sult is obtained by dashing cold 
water over this area.

After all, iodine, in the form of 


Mild Tincture of Iodine (U.S.P.)— 
officially called Tinctura Iodi Mitis 
—or in the form of Weak Solution 
of Iodine (B.P.)—officially called 
Liquor Iodi Mitis—has a distinc- 
tion. It has its own characteristic 
color, odor and, when applied to 
a fresh wound, a momentary bite. 
Then, too, somehow we have come 
to think it penetrates into every 
nook or crevice of a wound, at 
least when the tincture (alcoholic 
solution) is used. Mild Tincture of 
lodine—the preparation introduced 
to meet the public demand for an 
efficient wound disinfectant—con- 
tains approximately 2% of iodine, 
slightly more than 2% of sodium, 
iodide, and slightly less than 50% 
of alcohol. It is the preparation I 
suggest not only for use as a first 
aid disinfectant of wounds, etc., 
and for painting the skin over 
swellings, sprains or the like but 
also for the iodin ration. Weak 
Solution of Iodin contains approxi- 
mately 244% of iodine and 144% 
of potassium iodide in water—it 
contains no alcohol, 


Many readers have asked me 
how much alcohol tincture of 
iodine should contain. The old 
standard Tincture of Iodine 
(U.S.P.) contains approximately 
7% of iodine (about three times 
as strong as Mild Tincture of 
Iodine) and abou 80% alcohol. 
But this old standard tincture

should be left exclusively to phy- 
sicians, surgeons, dentists. When a 
layman uses “iodine” or asks for 
it at the drugstore Mild Tincture 
of Iodine should be dispensed and 
without any argument. 

There is no good reason why 
mild tincture of iodine in small 
containers fitted with glass rod in 
stopped or similar contrivance to 
facilitate application, should not be 
obtainable everywhere.

we have for first aid treatment of 
minor wounds, 

This is merely my _ opinion. 
Frankly, I am not too positive that 
the application of Mild Tincture 
of Iodine to a fresh wound, scratch, 
abrasion or puncture confers more 
protection against infection than 
would the application of soap and 
water, or just sunlight, or, if you 
are fond of brilliant color, one of 
the more recent chemical antisep- 
tic or germicidal nostrums.
